It is noted that the amendment filed 4-24-02 (Paper No. 9) contains instructions for the amendment 
of claims 1 , 2, 7, 8, 10 and 1 1 . However, amendments to these claims were not entered because applicant 
canceled claims 1-12 in Applicant's preliminary amendment filed 12-19-00, (Paper No. 2).
